The Turkish campaign, which op­ 
ened along the eastern Asia Minor 
front, failed in the Russian forces 
in the northern Persia districts were 
driven back to their own territory 
early in the present year and Turk- J 
ish and Teutonic 
influences

been reported as being supreme at 
Teheran.
